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NEW NOCTUIDAE FROM BRITISH NEW GUINEA.

I N continuation of luy (F‘scri]>tions of the new sjiecies of Mr. Pratt’s collectiona 
from the Owen Stanley Range, and of a jjortion of Mr. Meek’s collectiona, 
1 am now able to add those of the 2socfni(lae^ omitting the last section, viz. the 
Eeltoidinae, wliicii 1 ])ropose to deal witli later on. The niimljer of new species 
sent us by I\Ir. Pratt i.s beyond our most sanguine expectations. lUr. I\leek’s 
collections have already received their well-earned j>raise. Each have in their 
own lines of work done magniticently, and both these well-tried collectors are to 
be highly congratulated on the re.sults of their expeditions. I have again to thank 
Sir George Ilampson for constant help. ]\ly measurements are taken by doubling 
the distance from the centre of the thorax to the tip of the primary. 

I must make a correction in my ]>revious j^ajier. 1 was informed at the last 
moment, after the ])roofs had been all corrected, that there was no descrijdlon for 
Fig. 4^, PI. VI., vol. xi., and in the absence of all pajiers, being away from home, 
1 wrote the descrij>tion of No. 108, 429 (T ollum eheikei) ; the insect had, 

however, been descrilied on j>. 4U3 a.s Anthela ekeihei^ and this description and 
generic name is correct; the descrijd.ion on p. 429 sinks to the earlier one, and the 
legend on Plate VI. for Fig. 42 should be Anthela eheihei* 

NOCTUIDAE.

Primary with two or three dark basal dots followed by a short 
curved costal line, a sjiot at the end of the cell laterally edged with darker brown ; 
three strongly serrate dark postmedial lines dose together, followed I)y a sub- 
terminal interru]>ted irregular line; termen darkly and iinely dotted. Fringes 
brownish grey. Secondary with the basal two-thirds yellow ; terminal third dark 
brown, slightly iridescent at certain angles. Undersurface : primary uniform brown 
with a dark cell-s]) 0 t ; secondary as above. 

? . Like the male, but larger. 

Exjianse : 6 44 — 40 mm. ; ? 48 — 50 mm. 

The ty])e is in my collection. The s]>ecie.s tlies from January to March. 
llab. Ekeikei and Aroa River. 

2. Protagrotis rufalis spec. nov. 

cJ. Palpi i>ale reddish, head darker, antennae pale butf-colonr, collar reddish bntV, 
thorax reddish brown with bright red j)atagiae darkly edged, abdomen pale yellowish

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brown, forelegs red with darker tiliiae palely ringed, mid and liind pair ])ale bnft-colonr. 
Priinary brigbtish red np to the postiiiedial line, dark reddish grey beyond ; ante- 
medial line double, the outer one the darker, both interrupted at the subeostul \'ein, 
beyond whieh is a small pale red round darkly but finely encircled ; outside tliis 
a band of dark shading eurved from the eosta to the lower margin of the cell, 
whence to the inner margin it is obliquely straight ; beyond this the reniform 
stigma shows slightly grey in a paler red area, which is sharply margined by a 
double ])ostmcdial irregular subdcutate line, the rest of the wing being reddish- 
brownish grey, in which is the snbterniinal obscure recurved row of dark dots, 
which have an obscure trace of a reddish external edging ; termen pale, fringes 
dark. Secondaries pale yellowish grey with the terminal area pinkish. Underside 
of bfjth wings (juite pale, with the ])Ost marginal area darker. 

Ex]ianse : 40 — 41 mm. 

JIab. Ekeikci, where the species flies from January to Ajiril.

3. Protagrotis iiovaguineusis si)ec. nov. 

(?. Head greyish brown, face ]mle oehreons grey, palpi dark brown, the scales 
at the tip of the second segment palely edged, third segment paler with a dark 
patch below ; collar i»rownish grey, thorax darker ; ]>atagiae brownish grey witli a 
dark central stripe from the shoulder, below which is a broad pale stripe ; abdomen 
j)alo greyish, the last segment but one dark brown, the neighbouring segments 
being also suffused with that colour. Primary greyish brown, darker along the 
costa to the lower margin of the cell, an obsenre pale stripe extending from near 
the apex, where it rises in a small pale apical patch, to the inner marginal area, 
which is also slightly paler than other ]>arts of the wing ; a snbbasal patch of 
raised pale scales from the costa to the inner margin of the cell, anteniedial line 
broken and obsenre, postmedial line irregular, strongly incurved towards the end 
of the cell, beyond which is a curved row of dark spots ; termen darkly dotted ; 
orbicular stigma obscure ; reniform evanescent (in pale specimens, especially 
females, both these stigmata are moderately distinct); cilia pale with a darker 
central line. Secondary uniform dark brownish grey, somewhat lustrous with 
paler fringes. 

Undersurfiice : Primary dark grey with a broadish reddish costa and a very 
broad whitish inner margin. Secondary whitish, with costa slightly irrorated with 
reddish ; apex and termen blackish brown, broad at the apex, but rapidly tapering 
to vein 1. 

? . Like the male, bnt the primary oehreons grey above ; in all other res|>ects 
just like the male above and below.

This s]>ecies dilYcrs somewhat infer se ; the inale.s are sometimes ])aler, and tiie 
females slightly reddish.

crest ; abdomen crested ; legs with the tarsi of each sjiined for all their length ; 
midfibiae with one ]);iir of si)iirs, hindtibiae with two pairs of spurs ; femora and 
tibiae of all legs dense!}' haired. 

N(Miration : Primary witli veins 3, 4, and o from close to the lower angle of the 
e<dl, vein 0 from below the iijijier angh‘, and b stalked from a very short stalk 
close to the areole. Secondary, 5 from near the lower angle, b ami 7 stalked from 
well beyond the cell.

c^. Krons greenish yellow, ciqint greenish grey, collar and thorax greyisli 
green, ])atagiac edged and bisected witli black, abdomen crcam-cohmred. Legs 
and femora yellowish grev, tibiae bla(dvish grey, tarsi clu'stnnt-red ; the femora and 
tibiae are clothed with longish green ish-gn‘y hairs. Primary with a basal and 
snbterminal sntfnsimi of yellowish green, the median area jiale dirty grey up to tin* 
ujjjicr margin of the cell ; costa ami snbapical area hlack ; termen ]>aie grey, hasal 
line roughly U-slmped, from the eosta to the lower margin of the cell ; lieyoml tlu^ 
greenish sntliision and extending into it a broad Mack patch, which is invaded by 
tin* grey median area ; beyond this a line donhle slightly interrupted black median 
line, followed by a similar postmodial one, (‘dg(‘d externally with white ; this line 
is very irregular and strongly ]>rojcctcd ontwarils above vein 5 ; a fpiadrangnlar 
dee|» black ])atcli at tbe end of the cell, a snbterminal pale line in tlie greenisli area, 
four white points on the costa in front of the a])cx.

])atagiae shining creamy, slightly Itronzy, edged witli dark brown with brassy 
scales intermixed; abdomen dark brown, wdth the proximal segments laterally 
creamy ivhitisli ; anal segments brownish cream-colour ; legs dark 1 >ro wn ringed 
with whitish. Jh-imary witli a gemo'al metallic bronzy lustre all over, varying from 
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silvery and pale greenish into dark steely hrown. Basal area pale greenisli with 
blaekish interrnjited fine basal line folhiw^ed by a large blaekish costal patch into 
the cell, below which, extending as far as the cell, is a shining silvery oblong jiatch 
intersected by the fine medial dark line ; i)Ost medial area dark bronzy brown, with 
a small round pale greenish s])Ot at the end of the cell bdlowed by a largish silvery 
somewhat irregular s(|narish ])atch ; the ]>ostmedial exenrved crennlate line defines 
this area, and is followed by a narrowish paler line, apical patch dark bronzy brown, 
tornal area, and extending ii]) to vein S dark bronzy brown ; terminal area pale 
greenish cream-colonr se]>arating the dark patches just mentioned ; termen very finely 
black intersected at the veins. Secondary brownish, becoming cream-coloured at 
the base. 

9. Like the male in the iirimary, bnt with the dark parts blacker; in the 
secondary the wings are blackish instead of brownish.

I lab. The type is in my collection from Ekeikei. 1 have specimens also 
from the Kebea Range, Dinawa, and other localities, wdiere Mr, Pratt collected. 
The species is, however, rare apparently, only a few having been taken in each 
place. It flies in March and April and again in July and August ; but there is no 
(lilference in colour in the two broods.

c?. Head, palpi, and tliorax reddish brown, abdomen paler ; legs reddish 
brown wdth darker tarsi palely ringed. Primary reddish brown, with a siihhasal 
whitish costal ])oint followed by a second below it, bc3mnd which are two more 
whitish ])oints below each other; an indistinct pale waved antemedial lino, beyond 
wdiich in the coll the orbicular stigma is ]>alely but indelinitely visible, reniform 
distinct ])ale, wdtii whitish dots ; ])OstmedinI line pale, strongly curved outwards, 
ohsenrely darkly edged laterally ; snhterininal line distinct, composed of a series 
of indefinite W'hitish s))ots almost confluent, the central ones edged darkly 
internally ; termen darkly scalloped Ijotw’oen the veins, where it is intersected 
by whitish points ; costa wdth two wliitisli dots, one nearly over each stigma, 
beyond which are three finer ]ioints nearer tlie apex. Secondary pale uniform 
reddish l)rown.

£ . Head and tliorax mottled greyisli, abdomen greyish. Primary pale grey w ith 
dark grey irrorations all over, a small wdiite costal basal spot, an anfemedian white 
waved line; reniform whitish, ])receded by some black markings; a postmedial 
wdiitisli band interrupted l)y the veins; a fine siihtcrminal dentate irregular line, 
edged internally iii fresh s])ccimeiis by blackish short dashes. Secondary white 
with broad ish dark-grey termen.

darkish, palely ringed. Priiiiary pale bronzy green, with a dark sidibasal patch 
edged with white, an antemedial white line edged finely with black ; medial area 
dark brownisli, with an irregular white M-slia])cd mark below vein 10, with 
a greenish sj)ot between the two outer lines of the letter ; below vein 2 a white 
inverted V-sbaped mark ; this dark area is edged with a fine crennlate double line 
of black and white ; termen darkly spotted, preceding which (spots) is a scries 
of spearhead marks finely outlined with white; along the costa are three dark 
dashes with fine white centres, two being before the. end of the cell and one 
beyond the cell. Secondary witli tlie basal tlirec-fiflbs greyish with a dark 
Inunle at the end of the cell, the terminal two-fifths ]>ale bronzy-green. Under- 
surface : Primary ochreoiis grey tinged with grecu, with a dark spot in the cell 
and a dark ])ostmedial line ; secondary ochreoiis with a dark spot at the end of 
the cell and a dark ])Ostmedial line. In fresh specimens the dark patches of the 
primary are covered with a greenish lustre.

Frons ochreoiis slightly tinged with green, palpi ochreoiis, head pale green, 
collar and thorax bright green, patagia witli two grey strijies, abdomen ochreoiis. 
Primary ]>ale emerald green, with a short costal basal blackish diagonal dash with 
a fine white internal edging; below this a second similar dash invading the cell, 
a blackish snbbasal patch interrupted by the veins from the costa to well below 
the cell edged externally with a )> -shaped white line, a curved line of green below 
it, followed by two blackish dashes, each edged internally finely with white; latter 
half of cell covered with a blackish irregular suln]iiadrate patch, edged externally 
with white, in the centre of this patch a fine diagonal ^^-shaped mark ; reniform 
stigma beyond the cell marked out with wliite, beyond which is a wedge-shaped 
dark brown ]>atch ascending to the costa, where its broad end is, a dark spot on the 
costa in front of the apex, confluent with this; below, nearer the base, between 
veins 1 and 2, a black dash edged externally with white, a terminal scries of black 
spear-head marks increasing towards tlie torn us. 

Secondary golden yellow without marks. Undersurface of both wings ochreoiis 
yellow.

Head and frons ochreous, collar dark olive-greenish, thorax dark brown witli 
dark olive-green patagiac and tufts, abdomen greyish with orange dorsal tufts, legs 
darkish grey with reddish tarsi. Primary brown, with a small dark brown basal 
patch bisected by a pale <-shaped mark, a dark brown spot below the cell, outer 
half of cell occupied by a broad dark brown stripe in which is placed a broad 
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U-sljai)ed iiijirk ; at tlie oml <d' llio <lark stri|»i* tlie ]»aler |)Ofetme<!iaI line extends 

across tlie ; below tlie green mark are two small dark sjiuts ; (erminal 

area pale lironzy green edged internally' with a broad tajiering ])ateli of dark 
velvety brown, tinged with bronzy green ; teruien dark brown, inner margin dark 
brown tinged with green with a green spot a third from tlie base. >Seeoiidary 
brownish grey, ]»aler at the base. Fringes of both wings green. Undersurface :

c?. Head and tlmrax jiale oclircoiis lirowii, collar with a dark line across tlie 
middle, abdomen reddish oebreons, legs chestnut-colour with dark tarsi palely 
ringed. Primary pale oc.hreous brown, with a line basal line in the cell and on 
the costa, a double medial line from the inner margin into the cell, the inner 
line being obscure, strongly serrate, forming a double v; beyond this is a dark 
patch edged partially by a dark line, reniform stigma pale witli a wliite sjiot on 
its exterior, and a dark v-sbnjfed ]*atcli on its interior ; above this the costa is 
darkly s])otted, postmedial line only visible from the inner margin to vein cl; 
from the lower ]»art of tlie r<‘iiiform a double dark dash extends to the termcn. 
♦Secondary jiale greyish with a darker terminal area.

]>ale s])atnlate scales : on the ]>rotiiorax is a central tuft of raised dark hairs and 
scales; ;il)domen chrome yellow witli tlie terminal segments dark brown and a 
series of dark dor.'^al tufts on the yellow segments, legs dark brown encircled witli 
pale cbestmit-colour. Primary dark reddish brown with a large darker brown 
]>atcli below tlic cell and another occn]iying tlie tornal and terminal areas uj) to 
vein o ; the basal and anteniedial lines rejiresenteil by irregular series of dark dots, 
the orbicular and reniform stigmata distinct, tinely encircled with jiale yellow, 
liostmedial line distinct, double, acutely angled externally above vein 5, from wlicnee 
the double line is filled in with ])ale yellow and margins in an arc the dark tornal 
area ; from -tlie reniform stigma a tine pale chestnut line rims above vein o to 
the termen, a snbterminal curved line extends from vein h to the toi*nus, below 
the apex is a ]>atcli void of the large rough scales that cover most of the wing 
(tliis ]»atch is in some specimens j)ale rusty obcstnnt-eolonr), the costa is darkly 
dotted wliere all I he lines commence. Feeomlarics pale clirome yellow with very 
broad brown a]>ical and ti'rminal areas tapering rai)iilly towards the toriins ; a dark 
scx-)iateli nearly fills tlie space between veins 2 and 2, invading well into the yellow 
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area. (Jmlersido : rrimary ])i‘owii, inner margin broadly ])ale yellow, cell closed 
by a dark s])ot beyond which are somewhat obscure dark ])ostmedial and sub- 
terminal lines. Secondary as above, but ])aler, with a dark spot closing the cell, 
and the sex-])atch ])ale yellow invading into the dark terminal area.

13. Ancaroides griseola s|)ec. nov. 

cJ. The ])rimaries diller IVom A. kchea in that both stignnita and the area 
below them are filled in with pale grey, there is no angled j»ostmedial line, there 
are no dark ])atches on the wings, whilst the snbtertninal line is fairly distinct 
from near the apex to the tornns, and is strongly serrate ; in the secondaries the 
dark border extends somewhat np the inner margin. 

Expanse : 5G mm. 

Hah. The tyjie is in my collection, and was taken at Ekeikei in 1^1 arch 
or A])i‘il. 

This may possibly be a variety of the jirevions species, J. kehen^ but the 
large grey area and the diftercuce in the snbtenninal lines give it (piite a distinct 
appearance, which coupled with the fact that 1 have several from this one iieigh- 

i) onrhood makes me think it advisable to name it. 

14. Dipterygia kebeae spec. nov. 

cJ. Head ochrcoiis grey; collar dark grey, ])alely irrorated ; thorax i>alo greyish, 
with the [)rothoracic tuft j)ale ochreons brown ; patagiae blackisb ; abdomen dark 
grey. Primary blackish, with the costa broadly dark grey, increasing slightly near 
the end of tlie cell, with' three pale dashes beyond the cell ; inner margin greyish, 
broadly greyish for the posterior third and at the tornns, where it is invaded by 
the black area; from near the base is a broad jialish dash finely margined with 
black. Secondary white, with the apex and termen broadly blackish brown^ 
decreasing rapidly at the tornns. 

? . Like the male, but not c[uite so dark. 

Expanse : 6 and ? , 44 mm. 

Ilab, The species occurs at IMoniit Kcbea and Ekeikei in IMarch and Ajiril : 
a long series was taken by l^Ir. Pratt; other specimens arc in the Triug i^[iiseum 
from the Aroa liivcr, taken at the same time.

15. Dipterygia babooni spec. nov. 

cJ. Head and thorax ochreons grey ; collar intersected with two dark lines 
irrorated with white-tipped scales ; abdomen brownish grey. Primary ochreons grey, 
with a trace ol‘ a snbbasal strongly serrated fine line, the jiostmedial line having 
an outward curve at the end of the cell, and then receding in a waved nearly 
pcrjiemlicnlar line to the inner margin; reiiiform stigma pale whitish grey, below 
which from the costa is a dark obliipie stripe having a deep curve in the ])Ost- 
mcdial area, but ascending to the middle of the termen ; a white dash below the 
costa in the apical third ; iVom near the base of the inner margin is a broadish 

j) ule dash darkly margined. Secondary white, broadly margined with brownish, 
tapering towards the tornns. 
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9. I the male, but with a subtermiual very stroDgly serrated line edged 
outwardly with whitish.

JJfi/j. The ty]»e from Jlabooni is in iny collection ; other specimens in the Tring 
i\lnseiim. The sjiecies ocenrs in Sejitember, and 1 have a good series from all tlie 
localities that jMr. Pratt collected in. 1 lielieve this insect is a variety of the 
[irevions one, and that it will jirove to be the autumn brood of 7>. kebeae ; but it is 
so distinct in general coloration that it is obviously advisable to name it. 

10. Acronycta crenukta spec. nov. 

(J. Head and tliorax irrorated jiale and dark grey, abdomen greyish. Primary 
pnlc grey, with a dark, double, obli(|ne, obscure in parts, antemedial line, and a 
blackish finely crennlate postmedial line, edged internally with white, outwardly 
curved above vein 3, below which it recedes in a deej> curve to the inner margin, 
beyond this is an indistinct stripe of jiale shading ; orbicular a whitish distinct 
round sj)ot, reniform rather obscure, between these two a dark costal initch. 
^Secondary pale grey, darker at the termeu. 

Expanse : 43 mm. 

The tyjie is in my collection from the Kebea Range, where it was taken 
in July. 

17. Acronycta ekeikei spec. nov. 

cJ. Head and thorax whitish grey, finely irrorated with pale green ; abdomen 
grey, raj)idly dee]>cning into reddish brown ; legs junkish grey, with blackish tarsi. 
Primary j)ale whitish grey, more or less finely irrorated all over with pale green ; 
a small dark costal patch near the base followed by a dark dot, a dark costal patcli 
above the end of the cell extending into a green spot closing the cell, two small 
costal spots, followed by a longer dash on the costa in front of the apex, a trace of 
an antemedial irregular whitish line, and a faint trace of two pale postmedial lines, 
the outer one dotted white ; a broad blackish dash below vein 2, distinctly Ijlack 
along the vein edged with white above, which (wliitc) curves down nearly into the 
tornus, intersecting the black dash which extends to the termen ; the j)ostmedial 
area beyond the cell-spot is darker along the costa to the apex and down to the 
tornns than the rest of the wing; termen finely black.
